The people of 
Babylon worshiped 
“‘a great dragon”’. 
According to this 
account, this was 
“tin that same place” 
as the incident of 
King Cyrus of 
Persia and the idol 
Bel during the life- 
time of Daniel. 


Researching the 
locations revealed 
that while Babylon 

and Persia were 
different, Babylon 

was a part of the 
Persian Empire for 
a time. 


People there were 
worshipping a great 
dragon around the 
same place and 


time as the previous 
account. 


We considered 
whether or not the 
people missed Bel, 

once the idol and 
temple were gone, 
but what about the 
very concept of 
worshipping things 
altogether? Why 
was it necessary to 
bow to, sacrifice to, 


and in any way, pay 
homage to a thing 
that can be visibly 
seen? Wouldn't the 
very fact that it can 
be seen and, in 
some cases, must 
be cleaned, suggest 
that it may not be 
worthy of worship? 


Nevertheless, the 
dragon was being 
worshipped and, 


even after having 
discovered he had 
been deceived and 
possibly publically 
humiliated, he still 
seemed to believe 
various idols, 
tangible things, 
were legitimate. 


Once again, excited 
about his deity, 
(this time it was a 
dragon) the king 


somewnhat teased 
Daniel: 


Man, | know you 
know this is the 
real deal! You can’t 
say he’s just brass 
either. He eats. He 
drinks. You KNOW 
this one Is alive. 
He’s a real living 
god. Now you can 
go on and worship 
him the way I do. 


Daniel didn’t smile. 
Daniel didn’t laugh. 
Daniel didn’t waste 
emotions or words. 
It seems that, unlike 
the king, he learned 
something from 
past events. He 
better understood 
the kind of person 
he was dealing with 
and just how 
serious the king’s 


issue with gods 
really was. 
Remember, this 
man was going to 
kill Daniel 
concerning his 
previous hottest 
god in town, Bel. 


Daniel said to the 
king: 


| will worship the 
Lord, my God. He is 
the Living God. 


Daniel was 
cautious, but not 
scared. He went on 
to say: 


King, allow mea 
little flexibility and | 
will prove what I'm 

saying. 


“| shall slay this 
dragon without 
sword or staff’. 
In essence, Daniel 
was saying: 


If you give mea 
chance; give mea 
little leeway, I'll 
knock this one down 
too... and I Il do it 
with very little effort. 


The king said: 


Fine with me. Go 
ahead. You have 
the freedom. You 
have my permission 
to prove this dragon 
IS not real since 
that's what you 
believe. 


Daniel created a 
lumpy concoction 
of a boiled and 
blended hairy glue- 


like substance and 
made balls from 
that mixture. He put 
that into the 
dragon’s mouth. It 
fizzed, bubbled, and 
BOOM! It exploded. 
The dragon literally 
blew up. 


We are not given 
more details about 
this fireworks 
display, but we can 


imagine what that 
must have looked 
like. We don’t know 
how big the 
explosion might 
have been or what 
the pieces looked 
like on the ground, 
but Daniel told the 
king: 


Look, 


these are the gods 
you worship. 


We’re also not told 
what the king said 
or did at seeing his 
faith blow up in his 
face. Did he cry? 
Did he laugh? Was 
he just standing 
there in shock? 
Nothing about the 
king’s reaction is 
written in this 
account, buta 
strong reaction of 
some of the people 


of Babylon ts stated 

emphatically. When 

they heard about it, 

they were the super 

mad. The text says: 
...they took great 
indignation, and 
conspired against 

the King... 


They didn't just get 
mad; they got bold. 


They were so 
seriously angry 
that they plotted 
against the king 

and mockingly 
began saying the 
king had become 

a Jew. 
They were openly 
berating the king 
and indirectly 


insulting Daniel 
and all Jews. 


They were saying 
the king had lost 
himself and that he 
was not the same 
person that he was 
before. They were 
implying that the 
king was so heavily 
influenced by a 
Jewish person that 


the king, himself, 
had become a Jew 
too. 


It was intended to 
be a major insult 
any way you look at 
it and it didn’t stop 
there either. 


They began to list 
issues they had 
with the King Cyrus. 


They said he had 
destroyed the idol, 
Bel. They accused 

him of killing the 

dragon, and they 
blamed him for 
killing the priests of 
Bel. 

It didn’t matter what 
was true or the 
reasons for 
anything. Their 


world was being 
turned upside down 
and they wanted 
Daniel’s influence 
over the king to 
stop quick, fast, and 
ina hurry. 


So rather than just 
continuing to 
grumble among 
themselves, the 


Babylonians 
approached the 
king personally. We 
don’t know how 
many Babylonian 
mafia-like gang 
members there 
were or how much 
power they had in 
the kingdom. We do 
know, from the 
account, that they 
felt powerful 


enough to threaten 
the king. They told 
him that if he did 
not deliver Daniel to 
them, they would 
destroy him and his 
house. The wording 
makes it unclear on 
whether the 
Babylonians meant 
his physical house, 
as in a building, or 
his household, such 


as any relatives or 
even servants— 
anyone who lived in 
his house. 


The biggest 
question is what 
made them feel 
comfortable enough 
to stand face-to- 
face with a king and 
threaten to kill him’? 
What audacity! 


The king stood his 
ground... 
for all of 15 

minutes. When the 

Babylonians got 
tough, King Cyrus 
gave in. No doubt 
with head bowed, 

fear in his heart, 
and maybe even a 
tear in his eye, the 
king whimpered: 


Okay. Okay. Just 
dont hurt me. 
Pleeeeease dont 
hurt me. I'll do what 
you say. I'll do what 
you Saaaay. 


This is how the king 
having made Daniel 
a target before 
would become a 
problem for Daniel. 


Though Bel’s 
priests were dead 
and couldn ’t 
retaliate, onlookers, 
in this case, the 
Babylonians 
could...and they 
did. They just added 
the dragon bomb to 
their list of 
grievances. 


Daniel was 
voluntarily out front 
with the dragon 
slaying though. 
Just as King Cyrus 
gave Bel to Daniel, 
the king gave Daniel 
to the Babylonians 
and they didn’t wait 
to throw him into an 
area which was 


surrounded by 
lions—a lion’s den. 


While they fully 
intended to make 
Daniel suffer a cruel 
and painfully 
torturous death, the 
Babylonians, ina 
way, did him a favor 
that they didn’t even 
know about yet. 


There were 7 hungry 
lions in the den 
where Daniel had 
basically been given 
up for dead by the 


king. 


By the way, did the 
king feel any guilt 
about turning Daniel 
over to his 


enemies? Was he 
working on a plan to 
punish those who 
threatened and 
forced him to drop 
Daniel out of fear for 
his own life? 


So Daniel was in the 
lion’s den for 6 
days. The lions, 

which had normally 

been given 2 bodies 
and 2 sheep per day 


had not been fed at 
all for the entire 
time. That was to 
cause them to be 
really hungry and 
destined to eat 
Daniel. 


We don’t know if 
anyone was 
watching to see 
when Daniel was 
eaten or how long 
they planned to 


have him there. 
Surely the 
Babylonians hadn't 
imagined any 
human could remain 
alive and unharmed 
more than a few 
minutes. The 
Babylonians haters 
had to have realized 
something was 
weird after the first 
few hours of 
starving the lions 


while Daniel still 
existed. 


The story takes a 
big jump from 
Daniel being put 
into the lion’s den to 
a prophet, 
Habbacuc, being 
transported by an 
angel to the den 
with a bowl or plate 
of food that had 
been prepared for 


some who worked in 
a field. 


Before being 
snatched up by the 
hair and 
supernaturally 
taken, Habbacuc 
told the angel he 
didn’t know where a 
lion’s den was and 
had never seen 
Babylon. There was 
no need for a GPS 


or a space ship 
transporter. 
Habbacuc was 
taken, gave the food 
to Daniel, and was 
back in a flash. 
When Habbacuc 
gave Daniel the 
meal, (with the 
angel’s assistance) 
Daniel gave God the 
praise. He didn’t 
complain about his 
circumstance. He 


didn’t ask to be let 

out nor did he ask 

when or if he would 
ever be let out. 


Seriously, as 
intimidating as 
those animals would 
be under normal 
circumstances, they 
had to stink too. If 
one domesticated 
cat can have and 
make some bad 


smells, you know 7 
big, wild lions could 
easily terrify and 
disgust a person 
after 1 day, not to 
mention 6, but 
Daniel didn’t even 
ask God to make his 
enemies pay. He 
thanked God by 
saying: 

You have 
remembered me, oh 
God. You have not 


forgotten those who 
seek and love you. 


So Daniel ate. This 
may seem gross, 
but having eaten, 

did Daniel then need 
to relleve himself or 
was he just totally 
“otherworldly” at 
that point? 


That all happened 
on day 6, but on the 


7 day, the king 
went to mourn over 
the loss of Daniel’s 
life. Believing Daniel 
to be dead, the king 

was dumfounded 
when he saw Daniel 
just sitting there 
right in the middle 
of lions. 


Of course the king 
had to shout “with a 
loud voice”. Why?! 


The lions could 
have been calm until 
they heard that! 
Nonetheless, the 
lions were not 
disturbed by the 
king’s loudness. 
This time the king 
was honoring 
Daniel’s God when 
exclaimed: 


Great art Lord God 
of Daniel, and there 


is none other beside 
thee. 


Here’s something to 
really think about. 
Twice before, the 

king had 
passionately 

believed a mere 
“thing” was a real 
God. How was this 
time any different? 
One might say the 
king’s conclusions 

weren't the best 


guide with regard to 
credibility. We'll 
take a closer look at 
that shortly. 
For now let’s 
conclude the story. 


King Cyrus had 
Daniel removed 
from the lion’s den 
and replaced him 
with the ones who 
caused Daniel to be 
put there seven 


days prior. They 
were not protected 
and were eaten 
immediately. 
The king witnessed 
their termination. 


That’s where the 
1611 KJV ends. The 
Great Bible gives 
more information:

After this, wrote 
the king unto all 
people, kindred 
and tongues, 
that dwelt in all 
countries, 
Saying: peace be 
multiplhed unto 
you.

SO we read from the 
Great Bible that 
Daniel’s relationship 
with God had great 
impact on the king 
of the land. 


King Cyrus made 
his own 
commandment in 
writing to everyone 
within his kingdom 
that people should 
fear (highly revere) 


and stand in awe of 
Daniel’s God. 


The king proclaimed 
that Daniel’s God 
was THE one and 

only Living God who 

was pure, powerful, 
everlasting and 
capable of 
delivering and 
saving as God had 
done for Daniel 
against lions. 


That’s great. It’s 
good that the king 
finally settled on 
one God which 
happened to be the 
one true Living God 
(according to 
Scripture), but as we 
considered before, 
King Cyrus’ didn’t 
exactly have the 
best record of 
judging people or 
deities. 


That’s one issue. 
Also, we don’t know 
if “Daniel’s God” 
ever truly became 
the king’s God 
beyond high 
acknowledgment 
which was only 
based on what he 
witnessed. In other 
words, what would 
happen if king 
Cyrus saw 
something from still 


another deity that 
blew his mind? 
Would Daniel’s God 
become just 
another, albeit one 
of the most 
powerful, gods to 
him? 
Although he issued 
a proclamation that 
Daniel’s God, was 
the true Living God, 
King Cyrus hada 
tendency to be very 


wishy-washy. He 
was prone to flitter 
off to the next new 
sparkling god. Was 
he capable of even 
understanding what 
a Living God meant, 
or should mean? Is 
there anything we 
can know about the 
Living God that 
Cyrus-types may 
never understand 
and what, should we 


gain from the 
whole account? 


From the complete 
book of Bel and the 
Dragon, there were 
3 G/god incidents. 


2 of 3 were proven 
to not be the Living 
God. 


1 God was 
determined to be the 


Living God bya 
person who was 
quick to believe 
seemingly almost 
anything as long as 
he could “see” it. 


Whether these were 
true, actual and 
factual—historical 
happenings or just 
stories to convey a 
message, is there 
anything pointing to 


there being a real 
Living God in this 
book? 


The problem ts the 
“seeing Is 
believing” method 
of determining fact, 
particularly where it 
involves spirituality. 


It may be most 
telling that 2 of 3 of 
the G/god incidents 


were proven to be 
absolute fakes. 


That may be the 
very indication to 
readers that the 
majority of what Is 
“seen” and 
supposedly proven, 
is not true at all. It 
was only the 
“unseen”, that 
smaller percentage, 
which proved itself. 


No test was devised. 
No showing was 
needed. It just 
happened. What 
was, WAS. The real 
made itself known. 


We have no 
indication that 
Daniel planned or 
knew anything 
about how things 
would turn out 
concerning that 


lion’s den 
experience. What 
happened, 
apparently 
happened 
organically—or 
more accurately, 
spiritually. 


Now, speaking of 
the natural rather 
than spiritual, when 
something Is real, it 
doesn’t have to be 


intentionally showy; 
it shows itself. 
When someone is 
really rich, for 
example, and classy 
about it, they don’t 
have to be boastful 
and flashy. 


This account deals 
with that principle. It 
IS because it’s real. 
It's real, because it 


IS and it’s that way 
all the time. 

It's real even when 
its NOT SEEN. 
That’s the way of 
the UNSEEN God. 
That’s the way of 
faith in, as Daniel 
put it in this very 
book, “...the living 
God, who hath 
created the heaven 
and the earth, and 


hath sovereignty 
over all flesh.”’ 


When we believe 
only what is “seen”, 
with regard to 
spirituality, we 
will be duped. 


Some may say, “Bel 
and the Dragon is a 
noncanonical book 
anyway. What does 
the canonized New 


Testament have to 
say about this?” 


While we look not at 
the things which are 
seen, but at the 
things which are not 
seen: for the things 
which are seen are 
temporal; but the 
things which are not 
seen are eternal. 


(2 Corinthians 4:18 
Authorized KJV) 


Now faith is the 
substance of things 
hoped for, the 
evidence of things 
not seen. 
(Hebrews 11:1 
Authorized KJV) 


Jesus saith unto 
him, Thomas, 
because thou hast 
seen me, thou hast 
believed: blessed 


are they that have 
not seen, and yet 
have believed 


(John 20:29 
Authorized KJV) 


Further, the account 
of Daniel having 
been forced into a 
lion’s den is 
recorded in the 6* 
chapter of the 
canonized book of 


Daniel. It’s In 
the Old Testament. 


That is the most 
commonly known 
account of a man 
named Daniel who 

was forced, by 
enemies, to go into 

a lion’s den to be 

killed. 


The names of 
people and the 
surrounding 


circumstances are 
rather different from 
the book of Bel and 
the Dragon, but 
there are similarities 
In the main 
storyline. 


The basic message 
is exactly the same 
in both accounts, 
however, and that is 
that there really its 
one true Living God. 


Regardless to religious 
background or present 
religious affiliations (or 
the absence of any), If 
we read, keep an open 
mind, and seek the 
wisdom of the most 
High, by faith, EVEN 
when we do not 
understand or when we 
do not agree with what 
we read, we can each 
know what we need to 
know in the timing and 
way we need it.
